an access enables for element 250 to be int r oduced into or remov e d f r om space 

150 to allow the device 100 to be attached to or detached from clement 250 ; 

and is characterised in that said access com pr ises at least one notch 117, 1 18 in 

the hub of each rotary member 101 , 102 and in that attachment 300 comprises a moveable link 

assembly operable between[[:]] 

(a) -a blocking and release positions in which it p revents access to with respect 
to notches 117, 118 by said element 250, and 

(b) a r elease position in which it allows access to notches 117, 118 by said 
e lement 250 without movement of the rotary members away from each other 
along the common axis, 

whereby said slippe r 110 is enabled to pass the element 250 to cove r o r expose space 150 
acco r d i ng to whethe r device 100 i s being attached to or r eleased from the clement 250 and the 
attachment prevents unintended release of the load from the device .
